Instead, the United States is careful 


to so announce its Intention of opening 
Euch negotiations in the future aa to ex- 
tend an invitation to other powers to 
join therein.

CKLATINE DlSKrt.

Of all the things the needs of metier* 


cookery have produced perhaps the first 
place in excellence arid general use 
fchould be given to gelatine. It is a fact 
that more ornamental dishes are made 
With gelatine as a basis Chan with any 
other ingredients, and this becausf they 
can be mov.lflo't !n*oalmr>=t anyr»oulred 
shape, and with the present da/rifled 
condition of gelatine it is Indeed a boon 
to the cook. AVhere our grandmothers 
used ismglab* and the white of an egg to 
secure a desired effect the improved 
gelatine now fully fills the bill and the 
egg: is retired to the rear even in jelly 
making. 


In general th« rule Is to loak gelatine, 


Dot cook It, that Is, to dissolve it in cold 
water, stirring frequently until it dls- 
eolves, which will b* about twenty min- 
utes' time as a general rule. After this 
hot liquid may be added and the product 
etrained if you so desire. As a. sample of 
eome of the uses of gelatine let us con- 
etruct a few Jellies and creams of a 
simple character. 


ORANCT; JELLY. 


8o»k half a box of gelatine In a. cupful 


of cold water until the gelatine is soft; 
add one pint of boiling water and. stir 
until th* gelatine is thoroughly dis- 
solved ; then add one cupful of sugar, the 
juice of one lemon and one pint of orange 
Juice; stir well, strain through a napkin 
or very fine strainer into a shallow dish 
and set on the ice until bard. When you 
wish to serve you can cut the jelly into 
squares or any desired form, or you may 
break it up with. a. fork and secure- a fine 
effect. So eimple a dish may well find 
favor with every housewife. 


LEMON JELLY. 


The lemon jelly moat in uoe IB one that 


can be served in combination dl«hes, 


I euch as jellied fruits, etc., and is made 


I as follows: SoafehaJf a box of gelatine in 
i a cupful of cold water until son; add one 


pint of boiling water in -which you have 
previously placed several pieces of stick 
cinnamon crushed fine and the yellow 
rind of one lemon, shaved thin; tlienadld 
one cupful of sugar and a coSeaeupful 
of lemon juice and strain out and harden 
as before. 


SPANISH CREAM. 


Soak one-quarter of a box of gelatine 


! In an equal quantity of cold, water until 
' soft and then add three-fourths of a cup- 
1 ful of boiling water and stir until dis- 


, solved. Heat one pint of milk in a double 
| boiler and pour in slowly the yolks of 
| three eggs beaten 'teth three tablespoon- 
, fula of sugar and stir until the mixture 


thickens. To this add the gelatine 
water (strained), one teaspoontul of 
vanilla and the whites of three- eess 
beaten to a froth; stir well and pour out 
Into a deep dish or into moulds wet with 
cold water and standing in Ice water. 
t>o not serve until hard. 


SNOW PUDDING. 


Dissolre one-quarter of a IJOT of gela- 


tine in the same amount of cold water, 
add one cupful of boiling water and stir 
until dissolved; add one cupful ot sugar 
and one-fourth of a. cupful of lemon 
juice; etlr until the sugar is dissolved 
and strain into a dish which should be 
placed in ice water to cool. Beat the 
•tvhites of three eggs to a. froth, and as 
the gelatine begins to thicken add them 
to It and beat all together until it is light 
and pour inLo a mould. Make a custaiB 
of the yolks cf the three eg-gs. and turn- 
ing the gelatine mixture into the serving 
dish pour the custard around it. 


The above are simple, almost old 


fashioned recipes, but in a way they are 
standard and might almost be said to 
form the basis of gelatine dishes. When 
you have made them you have got the 
idea, of the use of gelatine, and if suc- 
cessful may not hesitate to attempt more 
complex preparations. The woman who 
uses gelatine with common sense need 
never be without some delicacy upon her 
table.

Clean an4 tnus thre* or ftntp p4fMM 


and rufc the outcide with a mixture of 
ptpper and salt. Rub the- Irfide with a 
bit of butter and nil it with a. bread and 
butter t luffing or mastitd potatoes. 
S&w them up firmly. Butter a tin ba*rn 
or pudding dish and line the side* with 
pie paste a quarter of an Inch thick. Put 
in the birds and put over them a quarter 
of a pound of butter, a. large teaspoonful 
of salt, astnali teaspoonful of pepper and 
a bunch of finely cut parrtey. Dredge 
•with a large teaspoonful of flour and put 
hi water to nearly fill the pie. Lay 
Bkewers across the top and cover with a 
purr paate crust. Make an incision in 
the middle of the crust, ornament the 
edge with leaves, braid* or shells of paste 
and bake in a moderately hot oven for 
one hour. When nearly done brush the 
top with the yolk of an egg beaten with 
a little milk. Any email birds may b* 
done in thla manner.

(B brown on all sides, two to three hours. 
"When done take out the meat, add a pint

CRE1A.MED BEEF. 


Put a lump of butter the 8lz* of an egg 


In a frying pan; when It is melted add 
cold roast b&ef, cut in thin slices, or 
chipped dried beef, and fry to a nice 
brown. Then- add a tablespoonful of 
flour and stir well. La.st of all add 
enough water or milk to make a nice 
cream. It can_be served on toast or not 
as you please. 


FISH STOCK. 


Take two pounds nf any kind of fish 


thnt is cheap, or the trimmings or heads 
of uncooked fish, a head of celeiy, a root 
of parsley, a blade or two of mace, a bay 
leaf, a few cloves', whtte pepper and salt 
to taste. Simmer gently for a couple of 
hours in three quarts of water; then 
strain off the liquor. 


VINEGAR SAUCE. 


Mix well together a, cupful and a half 


ol sugar, two tablespoonfuls of flour wet 
in a little water, two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, a quarter of a nutmeg, grated, 
and a pinch of salt. Pour over the whole 
a pint and a half of hot water and boil 
ten minutes. 


WATER. SPONGE CAKE. 


Stir together one cupful of sugar, one 


cupful of (lour, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder and a pinch of salt. When thes^ 
are mixed stir in two well-beaten egge 
and one-half cupful of boiling water. 
Bake in paper-lined tins in a moderate 
oven.

CREAM CAKE. - 


Stir together two cupf uls of sugar, a 


lump of butter the size of an egg, three 
eggs, two and a half cupfuls of flour arid 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Beat well and bake in two layers in Jelly 
pans. 


CUCUMBER SOUP. 


Fare one large cucumber, quarter it, 


take out the seeds, cut It in thin «UCM 
and put them in a plate with a little salt 
to draw' the water from them. After 
draining put the slices in asiewpui witli 
a place of butter th* alze of a walnut. 
When they are wanned thron«h, with- 
out being brewnaii, pour a quart Of stock 
on them. Add a lltti* sorrel, cut in large 
pieces, and whatever other seasoning la 
preferred,- and boil for forty mlnutee. 
Mix the well-beaten yolks of two eggs 
and one gill of cream and add at the mo- 
ment of serving. 


HAM TOAST.

PORK CAKB. 


Chop one pound of fat pork very fine 


and pour over it a pint of boiling hot' 
water; then stir In three cupfuls ot brown 
eugar, one of molasses, one tablespoonful 
of ground cinnamon, 
one. of eround 


cloves, one pound of stoned raisins, eight 
cupfuls of flour and two teaspeonfuls of 
soda dissolved tn a little water. Stir 
four or five minutes and bake like fruit 
cake. 


A GOOD SATTCE FOR STEAKS. 
Pound the following iuci-e«li«utB finely 


In a mortar: One ounce of whole black 
pepper, a half-ounce of allspice, one 
ounce of salt, one-half ounce of grated 
horse radish and a half-ounce of pickled 
shallots. Put them into one pint ot 
mushroom caUup or walnut pickle. 
After the mixture has wtood for a. fort- 
night strain off the liauid, and bottle for 
use. 


BAKED CAULIFLOWER. 


Boili a head of cauliflewer whole fat 


salted water and when tender drain 
carefully and put in a dish that will fit . 
into one suitable to put on the table. 
Pour orer it a da-awn butter eauce, 
sprinkle a little grated cheese over all, 
baste with melted butter and bake te a 
nice brown. 


EGGS ON A PLATHS. 


Put a lump of 'butter the size of an egf 


in a deep earthen plate, place in the oven, 
and when the butter is melted and the 
plate Is hot, break in a half •dozen eggs, 
teason with salt and pepper and put back 
in the oven until the whites are set. 
Serve on the plate in which they are 
cooked. 


COLD WATER FOUND CAKE. 


Beat together three eggs and a cup and 


a half of sugar; add a half-cup of soft 
butter, a half-cup of cold water, two 
cups of flour and. two teaspoonfula of 
baking powder. Stir all together, flavor 
with lemon and bake in a moderate oven.

Immense flprlacra) Tbat Spout From 


the Bottom ot tbe Sea. 


Wkat is believed to be the hottest re- 


gion in the world is that part of the east- 
ern shore of the Persian gulf which is 
named after the Bahrein islands that 
lie near it. On the Bahrein island prop- 
er, which is the largest of the group, the 
thermometer never falls below 100 de- 
grees day or night and often rises as 
high as 140 decrees in the shade. Only 
the natives can bear this enormous heat 
at all, and even the; suffer terribly at 
times because the fierceness of the tem- 
peratnre varies so little and gives them 
hardly a respite. 


To add to the decided discomforts of 


the region the coast is eo dry that bor- 
ings have been made as deep as 1,000 
feet without striking water. There ia 
not & drop to bt had except far in the 
interior, and the condition of water car- 
ried for any distance in such heat as this 
may be imagined. Yet the natives never 
lack for water that is not merely fresh, 
but actually cooL And they get it in a 
way that is wonderful. They get it by 
diving into the sea for it. 


Many years ago pearl fishers who dived 


into the waters off-the shores of these is- 
lands for pearls, which are plentiful 
there, discovered that immense springs 
epouted from tbe bottom of the sea. Ac- 
cidentally they found that these springs 
were of sweet water. Ever since then a 
regular industry, perhaps one ot the 
strangest industries in the world, has 
been that of diving for fr«sb water. 


The 'divers go out every morning. They 


take with them goatskins, and, weighted 
with stones to insure a swift descent, 
they plunge into the depths. At the hot-' 
torn they bold the months of the skins 
over a spring and as soon as it is filled 
tie it np swiftly and ascend. The skins 
are hauled np with lines. 
As there are 75,000 persons in that 


barren group of Islands, the Industry ot 
diving*for fresh water U a large one. 
and the divers pet rich. The water is 
about 20 degrees cooler than Is th« at- 
mosphere on land, so it is a boon to the 
suffering population, and the Incky divers 
who get to land first are certain of high 
prices. In fact, the fresher the water 
is the more the diver earns, and as the 
aubmarine springs are only a mile away 
from shore the water hardly gets time 
to lose any of its grateful temperature 
before it is landed, U one can say that 
water i* ."landed."

This seems to be a 
mistake, or if it is not, the city of 
Jloucester oeems to have been over- 
ouked and aleo apparently Newton, or 
ihelr populations have been announced 
uiore quietly than those of the other 
titles above 28,000; for both of them 
:md populations over that figure five 
years ago. We have already brought 
.opether the results for the 11 largest 
•me* of the state in which Spring- 
,ield stood in ninth place, Somerviile In 
.oth and Holyoke in llth. The other 
-Massachusetts cities whose popula- 


i ma have been bulletined are the fol- 
lowing, arranged in order of size by 
he present census, and comparison ia 
made with the figures of 1890, Holyoke 
also being included for further pur- 
poses ot comparison:

Gloucester probably has a population 


jf about 31,000, and Newton about 30.- 
jOO and this seems to close the list of 
.Massachusetts cities of 25,000 popula- 
tion and over. Plftsfleld will come close 
'o this limit, but will probably not ex- 
iced it; ntor probably will Waltbam or 
Qumcy or North Adams, which belong 
to that class. 


It thus appears that the 10 largest 


cities of the state have populations ex- 
ceeding 60,000. Then there is an abrupt 
fall to below 46,000 before the llth city 
is reached and this second group of 10 
all are found between that figure and 
50,000. The third group Of 10 will evi- 
dently begin below the 25,000 line. 
There have been 
eome noteworthy 


changes in position amonlg the cities of 
the second group since 1890. Brockton 
then held the 15th place In the state 
a.nd now rises to 12th. Haverhill was 
then llth and gains 'one point, Salem 
falling back two places, while Maiden1 
wl ich was the 19th city in 1890, is now 
the 16th. Fitchburg was 20th and is now 
the 17th, unless Gloucester or Newton 
'show a larger gain than seems likely. 
Taunton has lost two places, being 18th 
now, anld ISth in 1890, It is to be noticed 
that pretty much all Over the country 
the distinctively manufacturing cities 
show about the largest gains of any. 
They have generally beaten the cities 
v, hich depend more especially on com- 
merce.

l>osslble. Plans for a building in which 
lo handle the 
business 
have 
been 


drawn by Architect N. C. Bond and 
work will begin as soon as all details 


f the enterprise can be completed. The 
plans call for a two-story brick build- 
ing 100 by 40 feet, supplied with every 
i onvenience 
for the 
proper 
care 


handling of 
milk on! such 
a large 


•*cale. The milk will be bought of the 
farmers at three cents a quart, and 
will be sold at present prices. Cus- 
tomers will be served the same cans 
and bottlos as an additional safeguard 


falnst th<* ppr^a-d ot contagious dls- 


eses, although there would be little 
danger of this in view of all the pre- 
cautions that will be taken to insure 
cleanliness in every department. The 
milk will be Pasteurized and the com- 
pany claims that the service will be 
much better than at present. 


Nearly all the milkmen doing busi- 


ness in the city are in favor of the 
enterprise, which it is claimed will be 
of benefit to both producers1 and con- 
sumers. The milk will be collected and 
distributed by the company, and a 
large saving is expected to be made in 
the cost of delivery. 


A similar attempt was made about 


a year ago, but at that time many of 
the milkmen did ont take kindly to it 
and action was necessarify 
deferred. 


But the milk business is handled in 
this way in many cities and those at 
the head of the project believ it will 
prove successful and satisfactory here. 
The company has not yet been organ- 
ized but it is expected that organi- 
zation will soon be effected, and as 
soon as this is done the work of pre- 
paring to do the milk business of the 
city in the new way will be begun. 


TROTTING OSTRICHAT GREENFIELD 


An Interesting Attraction at the Frank- 


lin County Fair 


The Franklin county fair at Green- 


field last week was very 
successful, 


the attendance being large, the ex- 
hibits good and the receipts over $1000 
in excess of those of the year before. 
A novel attraction, was a trotting os- 
trich which was advertised to be driv- 
en to a sulkey and to show to horse- 
men anld others what trotting is. There 
was a great deal of interest in this ex- 
hibition and a big crowd was on hand 
to see the big bird step.

HlKbnt Order — Lou* J«mrm«y 
In Clalneio Cwt«—aU**U*«te VB!«*> 
of the Railway. 
The Chinese Eastern railway U al- 


ready almost an accomplished fact. 
It is not three years since that Its sur- 
,vey was commenced. At the present 
time trains are- runnlni: over more 
than 1,000 miles of Its various lines, 
aud the remaining 800 are well along 
toward completiou. The rapidity of Its 
construction Is tho marvel of modern 
enterprise. Its completion means tbo 
ultimate possession by Russia of the 
fairest portion of the disintegrating 
Chinese empire and the firm establish- 
ment of the Muscovite power on the 
Pacific coast Vladivostok IB Icebound 
during the winter months. Port Ar- 
thur is one of the. finest naval stations 
In the world and commands the en- 
trance to the very capital of China. 


I have just made the trip over the 


section of the railway from Port Ar- 
thur to Harbin, a distance of 600 miles, 
says G. Frederick Wright, the New 
York Post's correspondent, writing 
from Harbin under the date of June 
23. For 400 miles we availed ourselves 
of construction trains. For the remain- 
Ing 200 we were driven to the use of 
Chinese carts drawn by mules. From 
Port Arthur to Newchwang, at the 
head of the gulf of Liau:Tong, the 
road runs along the southern base of 
the range of mountains forming the 
Liau-Tong peninsula, of which Port 
Arthur forms the nose. The mountains 
are bare of verdure aud have the gen- 
eral bluish gray, color so predominant 
in the Rocky mountains. 
The peaks 


rarely rise more than 3,000 or 4,000 
feet above the sea and uniformly re- 
veal the outlines of long continued 
erosion. Conical forms abound, and 
the entire sky line IB graceful and pic- 
turesque In the extreme. 
The arable 


land is fertile, and the occasional 
glimpses of the sea add a charm that 
for tourists will make It rival In at- 
traction the, ride from Florence to Ge- 
noa in Italy. 


From Newcb'wang to Mukden, a 


distance of about 100 miles, the rail- 
way runs along the eastern margin of 
the fertile valley of the Liau river. 
This valley Is about 100 miles wide a«d 
forms an extension of the Llau-Tong 
gulf, which has been filled by the rich 
sediment brought down by the river 
during long geological ages. 
Being 


well watered, Its fertility Is of the 
highest order. 
To the east of (thls 


plain the mountain chain continues 
without Interruption and with all Its 
varied beauty of outline. 
North of 


Mukden the valley narrows to a width 
of about 40 miles, with a low range 
of mountains skirting the western hor- 
izon. Otherwise the scene remains sub- 
stantially unchanged for 30 miles un- 
til reaching Te-Hn, the present ter- 
minus of the completed portion of this 
section of the railway. But here, for 
the first time, the mountains become 
covered with green. Indicating a region 
of greater and more equable rainfall. 
Shortly to the north of Te-lin also the 
western mountains disappear, and one 
looks out in that direction upon a 
plain which merges Insensibly Into 
•what Is marked on the maps as the,. 
Eastern Gobi desert. But It Is far 
from being a desert Throughout it is 
deeply covered with rich alluvial soil, 
and along the eastern border traversed 
by the railway It is well watered and 
supports in affluence a dense popula- 
tion. 


It was along this unfinished section 


of the road that we traveled for 200 
miles In Chinese carts. The moun- 
tains which had formed our eastern 
limit of vision for 800 miles still ap- 
peared above the horizon, but gradual- 
ly receded as we approached the Sun- 
garl river, until from this point they 
are a series of blue specks scarcely 
distinguishable from the sky. We were 
told by the stately Cossack colonel at 
Te-lin that as we went north the coun- 
try grew more and more monotonous, 
but the Increasing monotony has been 
that of unparalleled richness and fer- 
tility. 


On passing the low watershed sepa- 


rating the streams running into the 
sea of Okhotsk from those emptying 
Into the China sea we are evidently 
In an old lake bed like that in the basin 
of the Red River of the North, forming 
the great wheat area of Minnesota, 
North Dakota and Manitoba. 
Allu- 


vium covers everything to a depth of 
100 feet 
The scenery is that of the 


prairies of Illinois and Iowa, and the 
fertility is in every respect r")nnl. Not 
less than 10,000 square 
i 
•- 
-f this 


prairie region have com* 
iructly un- 


der our eye, and from Inquiry It Is 
certain that four times as much is 
equally well situated. It Is onl.v v.-hrii 
one gets more than 100 miles t;> the 
west that the rain is scanty, and even 
there It is sufficient to make good graz- 
ing country. 


Every acre of the broad eastern belt 


traversed by us is under careful culti- 
vation. There are no fences. Every- 
thing Is planted In rows and kept free 
from weeds. 
As we passed through, 


during the middle of June, the fleld» 
were fairly alive with companies of 
from 10 to 20 men at work in a place 
hoeing the growing grain of various 
sorts. The most frequent crops are of 
millet, sorghum, beans, wheat, hemp, 
indigo and the poppy. The whole belt 
Is a continuous garden. 
When the 


railway Is completed, nothing can be 
more pleasing than a ride through 
those fields during tMe months of July, 
August and September. Nor Is this an 
exceptlonftr yetr of fertility." Every- 
where there Is the appearance of thrift 
and contentment 
Noble groves of 


trees appear at frequent Intervals, In- 
closing the dwelling places botb of the 
living and of the dead. 


The houses are In good repair and 


generally 
supplied 
with 
generous 


slacks of sorghum stalks for wind- 
breaks and fuel. Sorghum, by the 
way, is perhaps the most Important of 
all tho productions of -the region. But 
it is not the sugar producing variety. 
Its H«vrl furnlRhos food for the work)nit

into the waifs of their houses and laid 
upou the roofs preparatory to tho 
necessary covering of mud to protect 
from cold and moisture; and as fuel It 
IB almost as good as wood. At present 
indigo and opluri form the most im- 
portant staplM of export 


In obUU»lng practical possession of 


Manchuria, Bussla has not only won 
Us long cov«Ud military 
vanta&a 


(round on the Pacific, but it has ac- 
quired on* Of the richest rtfovlnce* of 
the world, already possessing a popu- 
lation larger than that of New Eng- 
land, New York and Pennsylvania 
combined. The single district of Llau- 
Tong has 12,000,000 inhabitants. Tfce 
total area of the province is 390,000 
square miles. But, though the mass of 
the population IB collected in the cen- 
tral portion, penetrated by the rail- 
ways, the extensive mountainous re- 
gions on both the eastern and the west- 
ern borders contain vast undeveloped 
mineral resources and valuable forest 
areas. The railway is sure at once to 
have a large and profitable local traffic. 
Tens of thousands of mules now en- 
gaged In hauling the surplus products 
of the Interior to Newchwang, over 
the most horrible roads In the world, 
will at once resign In favor of the 
•team engine; new industries will arise 
•a soon as exchange is facilitated; and, 
If the Mantchoos are like the Japanese 
and the Chinese about Peking, they 
will be Induced by low fartes to crowd 
the local trains for short trips to and 
fro upon the line. 


Ai a military measure the value of 


the railway is apparent on a slight in- 
spection of the map. By it the Trans- 
balkal Is brought Into direct connec- 
tion with an open port on the Pacific 
In the latitude of Washington. Har- 
bin, the "solar plexus" of the system, 
situated on the Sungari river, is about 
equally distant from Port Arthur, 
Vladivostok and the border of Trans-

danger of possible shocks. The effort* 
of the inventor have been directed to- 
ward turning out toys that cannot pos- 
sibly transmute the slightest current, 
and the clerks will be able to guaran- 
tee perfect safety. Many of the elec- 
trical toys are fitted with connections 
for stealing power from the electric 
light wires, which does away with dry 
and wet batteries and will make par- 
ents less nervous about the danger. 


One of the newest electric toys is an 


automobile cab In miniature. It has 
batteries between the wheels, rubber 
tires, cushioned seats and nickel steer- 
ing gear. In it dolls can ride around 
the dining room table or parlor floor 
and absolutely without danger unless 
the speed becomes too great. 


An electric torpedo boat with a stor- 


age battery capable of running it at a 
high rate of speed will be another pop- 
ular toy. The torpedo boat is an exact 
model of some of the smaller boats 
used in the navy and baa enough air- 
tight compartments to keep it afloat 
should some parts chance to fill with 
water. The steering gear can be set at 
any desired angle, and the boat will 
circle park ponds for an hour at a 
time.

winter season. A striking and radical 
change will be instituted by dancing 
masters, and there will Be another re- 
turn to the slow, stately measures of 
the minuet says the Chicago Tribune. 
The Pembroke, the Debut, the Fan- 
tasia and the Polonaise complete tho 
list of new conceptions in toe art. Dig- 
nity and grace will characterize the 
ballroom dances this coming winter. 
The undignified 
ragtime and cake 


walk will be strictly eliminated from 
programmes. The brm thus put upon 
one time favorite dances for amuse- 
ment is the outcome of the five days' 
convention of the American Society 
Of Professors of Dancing held at Sara- 
toga. 


The dancing masters declare the rag- 


time type of dancing destroys all the 
grace and beauty which should repre- 
sent the terpsichorean art, and they 
are loud in their denunciation of what 
they call a "deep rooted evil." With 
accord they proclaimed its undesira- 
bility in the ballroom and declared 
they would take measures to eradlcata 
its influence from the realm of good 
society. Its departure from the ranks 
of popularity and respectability will 
be supplanted by a radical return to 
the slow and dignified minuet the ger- 
man, the glide poika and to the -grace- 
ful glide two step waltz. 


Dnnclnj authorities say the two step 


waltz will be even more popular this 
season than ever before, but a careful 
watch will be kept lest it degenerate 
Into the peculiar eccentricities of the 
ragtime. For It is claimed that the 
graceful two step in its original form 
is always In (Treat danger of losing Its 
aesthetic properties through the reign 
of excessive ragtime. The degree of 
disgrace into which the two step has 
fallen by th« departure from Its former 
beauty and g/ace has won for K from 
tht disgusted professors the well de- 
served title of the "bear dance." The 
death of ragtime will be Bounded with 
long drafts of relief from the dancing 
masters. The waltz, glide p^olka, two 
step and gmllop will largely help to 
make up the programme for this sea- 
ton's dancing. 


The Debut, which was Introduced at 


the convention by Oscar Duenweg ol 
Terre Haute, Ind., and the Pembroke, 
which had its origin with P. B. Car- 
penter of Providence, are both counted 
on to hold the serious attention of the 
more exclusive daucprs this year. Tb« 
Debut is a five step movement danced 
In tbr««-four time, and the dancing 
masters predict for it a long and sub- 
stantial existence. This, they say, will 
be due to the fact that it is one of the 
most difficult .dances to acquire and 
can only be learned under the guidance 
of an instructor; hence it will be little 
•ought after by the leas ambitious onee 
and will probably be little seen outside 
of the more exclusive circles. These 
two new dances ar^ planned much on 
the sams movement Little distinction 
can be noticed between the two. Both 
are a combination of the grace and old 
time 'dignity of the waltz and the free 
movement of the side glide. 


The Pembroke is a six step waltz, 


an easy, simple combination of the 
four steps of the old fathioned walta 
combined with the two step. 
This 


dance is likely to be the hit of the sea- 
Bon and probably will carry off all the 
ballroom honors. Professor Martina 
unites with other dancing masters In 
declaring the Pembroke to be the most 
effective and pleasing yet Invented. 
He Onds it safe to predict that It will 
even surpacs In popularity the cele- 
brated two step. 


The german will be as much in favor 


the coming season as always In the 
past Six new figures to be introduced 
In the gertnan this winter were also 
adopted by the recent convention.

The 
united and determined refusal of the 
church at that time, together with the 
earnest request for assistance in cer- 
tain special lines of work, felt to be 
necessary, led me to withdraw that 
portion of my statement which closed 
the pastorate by a fixed date, leaving 
that matter indefinite. During these in- 
tervening months, however, the con- 
viction that the pastorate ought to close 
soon has never left me. Obedient now 
to that conviction, I ask that you re- 
lease me at the earliest practical mo- 
ment, 
w hich shall 
prove mutua^ y 


agreeable. 


My dear people—-Your loving1 loyalty 


will ever be to me one of the most 
precious memories of life. Together we 
have toiled and strlvenl; together we 
have met success and defeat; we have 
rejoiced, we have wept together.

Traffic Manager Crane of the B. and 


M. in Europe Booming Business

!!»ston Globe will be of much interest 
locally: 


"It will not be the fault cf the man- 


agement of the Boston & Maine rail- 
-oad if the merchants of Europe (Jo nbt 
speedily learn of the superior attrac- 
tions of Boston as an American port of 
untry, 


"Export traffic manager A. S. Crane 


of the Boston & Maine, in accordance 
with a plan formulated some time ago 
by President Lucius 'Tuttle, has gone 
to Europe onl a special mission of en- 
lightenment along- this line. 


"Mr. 
Crane will spead some time in 


conferring with the leading foreign 
steamship people, with a view to induc- 
ing them to send more of their steam- 
ers to this port, and to establish regu- 
lar lines where these do nbt now exist. 


He will visit London, Liverpool, Hull, 


Bristol, 
Manchester, 
Glasgow 
and 


other British ports, and also make a 
trip to Rotterdam, Hamburg and other 
continental points, 
and 
possibly to 


some of the Mediterranean ports. 


"The 
recent acquisition of the Fitch- 


burg railroad by the Bostonl & Maine 
has made it possible for the big com- 
pany to handle a much larger aggre- 
gate volume of both import and export 
business, its Mystic wharf terminal of- 
fering especial facilities in that direc- 
tion. 


"Mr. Crane is well equipped with 


photographs, maps, etc., of the harbor 
and the Boston and Maine terminals, 
arid there is little doubt that his mis- 
sion abroad will have the result of ma- 
terially Increasing the foreign steam- 
ship traffic of this port. 


"Foreigners," said Mr. Crane just be- 


fore sailtng," have rather prude ideas 
of what we have here ,in the way of 
harbor and dock facilities and eleva- 
tors. The, only way we can make the 
shipowners 
over 
there 
understand 


what we have to offer them ts by 
either having them come here or im- 
pressing upon them through personal 
interviews' the importance of the traf- 
fic.

A FAMILY CONCERN 


Mrs. Howe Brought Children to North 


Adams and Court Was Helpless 


A case of some interest to North 


Adams came up in the county court at 
Troy, N. Y., Saturday, and it shows a 
peculiar condition of family arrange^ 
meht.

addressed the court in the matter of 
Adelbert Howe, charged with kidnap- 
ping four children. Mr. O'Brien, said 
Howe lived with his wife anU family 
in Glens Falls, where there also lived 
a family by the name of Simpson.

Mr. O'Brien said he 
would recommend that Howe be per- 
mitted to go on his own recognizance, 
as the district attorney's office would 
not further prosecute the case.
